NAVAL CONFERENCE EFFORTS, 


CHINESE REVOLTS; ELECTIONS 
AMONG WEEK'S CHIEF EVENTS 


(By The Associated Press.) 


With the acceptances of France, 
Italy and Japan in hand, the five- 
power naval 
conference 
towards 
which the conversations of Presi- 
dent Hoover and Prime Minister 
MacDonald have been working, be- 
came a living pact in International 
politics last week, and diplomats 
settled down to preliminary work. 


France and Italy began maneu- 
vering for advantageous positions 
before the conference opened, and 
Italy invited France to discuss a 
Franco-Italian 
understanding on 
the lines of the 
Anglo-American 


conference understanding. 


As France and Italy are the two 


chief Mediterranean powers 
and 
have Identical views on the value 
of submarines and 
the 
Interde- 
pendency of disarmament in all 
branches of warfare, land, air and 
naval, their meeting will be an im- 
portant factor In the lineup ot the 
London conference. 
France 
has 
agreed to hold 
exchanges 
with 


Italy, not by a formal conference, 
but through the regular diplomatic 
channels. 
In proposing the exchanges, Italy, 
as In the past, insisted 'on naval 
parity with France, but gave the 
problem a new aspect by offering 
to make the tonnage as low as 
France wished. 
New Chinese Revolt 
In the Far East, Chinese politics 
went Into convulsions after a week 
of surprises, revolts and raids. 
It is difficult to disentangle the 
relations of the parties to the new 
conflict in China, 
perhaps 
most 
easily understood as a revult of cer- 
tain military chiefs and left-wing 
elements o fthe Kuomntang against 
the Nanking regime of President 
Chiang Kai-Shek. 
The posttons of Marshal Feng- 
Yu-Hsiang and Governor Yen Shi- 
Shan of Shensl province complicat- 
ed the situation. 


Actual-hostilities began in Honan 
province between Feng's Kuomin- 
chun soldiers and the Nationalists, 
with the Kuamlnchun supported in 
its drve for Hankpw from the north 
by the march of revolutng "Iron- 
sides" division'from the south. 


There were minor revolts against 
the Nationalists in Shantung. Can- 
ton was apparently wavering in its 
loyalty, and 
the 
hard-fighting 
Kwangsi leaders seemed ready to 
leap at Nanking on the first favor- 
able occasion. 


The balance- of power lies with 
the northern war-lords, Feng, Yen 
and Governor Chang Hsueh-L-ang 
of Manchuria; but nothing Is less 
certain than which way they will 
swing It. 


Russia made a strong punitive 


raid 
Into 
Manchuria, rebellion 
against Nanking, and a break be- 
tween the Manchurlan authorities 
and their,Nankin gsuppoters, would 


at once modify the Manchurian dis- 
pute over the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way and leave Russia In a strong 
position. 


Labor Party Wins. 
The Australian labor party, prof- 


iting by the prestige of the British 
labor government, won a decisive 
victory over the Nationalists in the 
general elections, Premier Bruce 
losing hs seat. James Henry Scul- 
lin, labor leader, will head the new 
federal government. 


Afghanistan, gateway to, India, 


found herself under the rule of hei 
third king within little more than 
a year. Nadir, Khan after defeat- 
ing the usurper, Hablbullah, who 
deposed Amanullah, 
was 
elected 


king at Kabul. 


The experts who are devising the 
bank for International settlements
